Laguna Beach, for example, th e Junior W omen's Cluh is 
supplying paper bags (w ith “THROW IT HERE” printed 011 
them ) to the service stations who in turn offer them to 
motorists w ith th e suggestion they carry them in th e car as 
trash containers. 
O ther civic groups there are joining in the 
campaign to clean up th e nearby roadsides — and keep them 
clean. 


T he Paltn Springs W om an's C luh has taken the initiative in 
this clean-up effort. 
Many other groups can perform a fine 
community service by undertaking some phase of the cam ­ 
paign. A resort com m unity like ours — of all places — should 
be kept as attractive as possible. 
W e urge other organizations 
to share in the effort.
